This need was clearly established 
at a public hearing where it was demonstrated that 
these group facilities are essential to the treatment 
of certain mental, emotional or physical handicaps 

and that this treatment will eventually lead to 
rehabi1itation. 

2) At the present time these uses are only permitted as 
contingent or special uses at the discretion of the 
Board of Zoning Appeals. By amending the Zoning 
Ordinance to define group homes and half-way houses 
and by providing for them as permitted uses in certain 
limited residential areas,extraneous administrative 
procedures are eliminated.
